He would have removed the writings of 
Virgil and L:vie out of all Libraries ; he 
ſaid, Virgil was a man of no wit, and very 
mean learning, and taxed Lrvie of verbo- 
ſity , and negligence in penning his Hi- 
ſtory.

principal of the Nobility were put to the 
ſword, the wealth of the Inhabitants gi- 
ven for a prey to the Soldiers; the walls 
thereof dilmantled, the Town lefc in rub- 
biſh. Yet there appeared ſo much of ma- 
jeſty. and beauty. in the very rumes ; Ut 
maireris utrum eorum qui primi extruxerunt, 
vel earum qui deinceps ſunt demoliti,vires ſint 
p»tiores, as Herodian hath it.

And yet his practiſe (chough ex- 
ally anſwering to MachiavePs rules of 
reformation) found but the Mountebauks 
ſuccefle ; he cured ſome preſent miſchicts, 
bur procured more grievous {ccrec and 
permanent inconveniences. Ihe barbarous 
nations which longed molt for Komes (c- 
fru&ion, learned the ule & arc of maxing 
the Komans weapons and artillery , from 
the diſconcenced Exiles, which his ſevericy 
thruſt upon chem ; nor did Contantinechc 
great(chough Leunclavins be willing to pre- 
ferr the unſan@ified Zoſamus his bil againſt 
him, to Chriſtian Princes) half ſo much 
weaken the Empire,by his large(ſs tqwards 
Chriſtians, as Septimivs did wound ic, by 
ſeeking to reſtore, or rather to intend 
the rigour of anzient diſcipline amongſt 
modern difſolute Romans.

<« fering him to dance and revel, but 
teaching him to be modeſt and uſe

That he revenged himfelf on none 
who mocked him upon the reading of 


Macrinus his lecters againſt him at Rome : 


Triſtar 
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Triftan imputeth to the prudent modera- 
tion of Meſa.and Eutychianus, by whoſe 
means chiefly he got the Empire, whom 
he yet put to death with cruel ingratis 
eude, 'only becauſe he was adviſed by him 
to reform. 

The Syrian Prieſts having foretold him 
that he ſhonld die a violent death, he 
built a rich and ſtately Tower whence 
he might throw himſelf down ; pre- 
paring alſo cords of crimſon-filk and 
gold to ftrangle himſelfwith; rich ſwords 
tothruſt himſelf through ; keeping poy= 
ſon in boxes of Emeralds and Fagynth, 
that he might chuſe a death according to 
his humour : ſaying, © That however he 
© dyed, his death ſhould be glorious in

© ever dyed. But he failed of his hope 3 
though not of his deſert ; for the Soldi- 
ers of his own gnard, whom he com- 
manded to make away his Coufin-german 
and deface his Statues, for the love they 
bare to Alexander Severus, killed Helaga- 
balxs himfelf in a Privy, whither he fled 
to eſape them.

There needs no deliberation in this Caſe. 

In his forementioned Epiſtle, he writeth 
that in a Revelation he was bid be quier,for 
peace would come though there was ſtay 
for a while,that ſome men might be try'd. 

In V alerian*s reign there ſuffered 300 
Martyrs together Fat Carthage,whom the 
Governor of the City commanded either 
to throw frankincenſe into the fire (ſet 
before them) in honour of Fufiter, or elſe 
to caſt themſelves headlong into a Lime- 
kiln hard by; which they did, chufing ra- 
ther to embrace fire, than refiſt light.

(through the treachery of Macrianus and Phut-aktaph

treachery ; bur failing of his aims there- 
in, he made him partner of: the Empire 
for fear; Odenatw receiving the titles of 
Imperator , and Auguſitzs, from Gallienus 
and the Senate. 

Being not aſhamed ridiculouſly to tri- 

umph overthe Perſians, who detained his 
Father priſoner , and to lead them cap- 
tive in his mock-ſhew ; ſome jeering com- 
panions mixing themſelves with the Per- 
fians, exatly viewed their countenances, 
and being asked wherefore they did it, 
anſwered, We ſeck for hig Majeſties Father ; 
which when Gallienxs heard of, he was fo 
incenſed at the taunc, that he comman- 
ded thoſe who uttered it to be burned 
alive. 
- The Scytbiaxs invading Cappadeciz, the 
Soldiers attempted to make a new Empe- 
ror, for which Gallienus put them all to 
the fword. Pollio, C. 11. 

In his time the Ciry Byzantium ( re- 
nowned for the ſea-fights, and the place 
which barreth in the Euxine Sea ) "was 
deſtroyed by his ſoldiers 3 to revenge 
which, he being received into Byzanti- 
um, compaſſed them unarmed with arm- 
ed ſoldiers, and (lew them contrary to his 
covenant. And as if he had done ſome 
great matter , he poſted to Rome, and 
ſummoning the Senators , appointeth

He was a bad man, and a worſe Go- 
vernor 3 yer an a@rof clemency that he 
did, gat him much love, and covered 
many of his vices : che a& was this. One 
ſolduncothe Empreſs counterfeit Jewels 
inſtead of rrue ones, and ſo cozened her 
of much money 3; ſhe complaineth thereof 
to the Emperor, importuning him to 
execuce che Law inall rigor : who ſeem- 
eth to give way, commanding the Ma=- 
lefacor to be expoſed to a Lion. But 
when this Chapman looked for nothing 
lefs than death, and thar a crnel one ; in 
the room of a Lion rampant « Capon 
was ordered to be put out through the 
Den, at which all the Spe&ators marvel- 
ling, Gallienus bad the Cryer proclaim : 
Impojturam fecit &* paſſus eft , He deceived 
others, andnow is cozened himſelf; be-

He fought couragtoully againſt rhe $ay- 
matians now called Poles, but was {lain 
by the Roxolani (at preſent ityled Ruſte 
ans or Muſcovites ) with the conſent of the 
Soldiery and Peatants, who feared left 0- 
therwiſe Gallienus would expreſs greater 
cruelty towards them than before.

But. this play was then turned into ſad 
earneſt, for at that timeche being truly 
converted to Chriſtianity, inſtead of cur- 


fing and deriding, began to bleſs and a- 


dore 
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dore Chriſt, and ſeriouſly exhorted the 
Emperor, and all'in the Theatre, toem- 
brace the holy Chriftian Faith, as himſelf 
did: at which the Emperor being incen- 
ſed with rage, commanded him to'be 
moſt cruelly tormented; and. when by 
notorments whatſoever, he could be dri- 
ven from the conſtant profeſſion of Chrift, 
he was at laſt beheaded, and is now en- 
rolled among the bleſſed Saints and Mar- 
tyrs. .Dr. Crekanthorp's defence of Con- 
ftantine, C. 6. p 84. out of Martyrologium 
Rom, & Mart.

By Necromancy, Adulteries and Mur- 
ders Maxentius grew ſo intolerable, thac 
the Senate ſent to Conſtannne, Craving 
his aid againft him. 

Conftantine drawing Licinjus to his fide 
(by marrying his fiſter Conſtantia to him) 
hafted to Rome with 90000 foot and 3000 
horſe, levyed out of Britain, France and 
Germany. 

AMaxentius framed a deceitful Bridge 
over Tiber neer Poxs Milvius, to intrap 
Conſtantine: but being overcome in bat=- 
tel, he fled (through forgerfulneſs or haſt) 
overthe ſame Bridge, which falling under 
him, he and many more were drowned. 

Through the weight of his armour he 
ſunk ſo deep in the mud, that his body 
could hardly be found, faith Sextus Aure- 
lius Vitor in his Epitome.

And Enſebius in 
his other books is ſo far from 1umputing 
any blame or blemiſh co Conſtantine touch» 
ing that a&gion, that he exprelly ſaith, 
Licinius ſuffered juſt and deſerved puniſh- 
ment, which had it been'effe&ed by the 
perjury of Conftautine had certainly been 
unjuſt.
